Councilwoman addresses 
income tax issue, takes 
oath of office

As the only candidate for an unexpired 
term on the Grayling City Council, Dee 
Maybury did not have to do any door-to- 
door campaigning, place yard signs along 
the streets or buy newspaper and radio ads 
to promote her candidacy. 

In fact, Maybury was the top vote getter 
in the City of Grayling’s Nov. 3 election 
with 164 votes cast in her favor. Karl M. 
DeVries, a retired Grayling City Police 
Officer, and Karl Schreiner, the former 
Grayling Grayling Police Chief, won the 
other two-four year seats in the election. 

All three candidates were scheduled to 
take their oath of office from Grayling City 
Clerk Michele Moshier at the council's 
Monday, Nov. 9 meeting. 

But when it came to Maybury, not so fast. 

Prior to the meeting, Maybury received a 
voice message from Grayling City Attorney 
Gerald Brabant. Maybury said that the 
Roscommon attorney did background 
checks on her, DeVries and Schreiner. 

On the evening of Nov. 9, Maybury was 
asked to report early for the city council 
meeting to meet with Grayling City Mayor 
Larry Akers and City Manager David 
Thayer. 

Maybury was informed that she had not 
filed or paid city income tax for four years 
she had been living in the city. Maybury . 
and her family have lived in the city for 
almost six years.

renovations for Stittsville Church

The raising of the bell tower for the 
1880’s era church located at Wellington 
Farm, USA culminated the exterior renova- 
tions to the historic building earlier this 
month. 

The bell tower was put in place with a 
huge crane on Friday, Nov. 6 at Wellington 
Farm, USA. 

The Stittsville Church was moved 26 
miles from Missaukee County's Norwich 
Township in May 2005. 

The move was made possible by a 
$10,000 challenge grant from the Midland- 
based J. Strosacker Foundation. Wellington 
Farm Park officials and volunteers raised 
$40,000 in donations and grants to get the 
funds. The funds paid for a new foundation 
for the church and to move the church. 

The church, which was last used in the 
1990s, was saved from demolition when the 
Norwich Township Board donated the 
building to Wellington Farm, USA, 

McClain Construction of Grayling, along 
with Wellington Farm Park volunteers Ron 
Rackozy and John Hahn recreated the bell 
tower from a 1922 photograph obtained of 
the church. Geers Farms of McBain donat- 
ed wood for the project. Four Mile Welding 
of Grayling fabricated a new spire for the 
bell tower. Finally, Tom Loshaw of 
Loshaw's Crane Service of Gaylord donat- 
ed a crane and labor to lift the bell tower 
into place. 

“The outside of the church is totally 


restored,” said Howard Taylor, the founder 


of Wellington Farm, USA. 

The 1,800 pound church bell once rang 
over the Butterfield Church in Missaukee 
County. It was removed and donated to the 
Stittsville Church restoration project when 
the congregation combined with the Merritt 
Church. 

“It was a great feeling to see the bell 
tower back on the church,” Taylor said, 
“The church has not had a bell tower on it 
since 1950, when it was cut off.” 

The church will not-be the focal point for 
the Wellington Farm, USA's annual Farm

ed positions. 

Stancil said he will 
remember O'Mara for her 
candor and dedication to the 
township. 

“It was a pleasure to work 
with her and it was always a 
lot of fun,” Stancil said. “She 
always did a good job and | 


will miss her.” 

Stancil said the ee 
officials and staff ran a 
smooth operation and dealt 
with various issues as they 
arouse, 

“They all pulled their 
weight,” Stancil said, “In a 
small rural-type of environ- 
ment, everybody needed to 
know how to do everything.” 

O'Mara served as a mem- 
ber of the Crawford County 
Transportation Board from 
the mid-1980s up until one of 
its most recent meetings. 

Julee Dean, director of the 
Crawford County 
Transportation Authority, 
said O'Mara would always 
cheer up a meeting and the 
employees. 

“She's going to be sadly 
missed here,” Dean said.

POTENTIAL SITES for 
a new Guantanamo have 
popped up all over the coun- 
try including in Michigan, 
where several locations in 
the Upper Peninsula never 
seemed to develop much 
traction. 

At Standish in Arenac 
County, faced with immi- 
nent closure of an existing 
state prison and the result- 
ing local financial impact, 
community boosters pro- 
moted their doomed state 
facility for the new federal 
prison. 

A delegation of 30 repre- 
sentatives from the federal 
departments of justice, 
defense, homeland security 
and the state bureau of pris- 
ons toured the Standish site, 
apparently to little avail. 

Despite the obvious eco- 
nomic advantage of a new 
federal prison, local forces 
also lined up on the other 
side, warning that a federal 
prison — especially a junior

Guantanamo, with nefari- 
ous international bad guys 
as inmates - could wreak 
havoc on the countryside 
and people who lived near- 
by. Just too dangerous, they 
warned. 


During these sad econom- 


“ic times especially, most 


any area of the United 
States would love to have 
the jobs a new or expanded 
— or rescued — public prison 
facility would mean. That’s 
what spurred’ the Upper 
Peninsula push, and the 
Arenac County campaign, 
too. 

The site selection process 
apparently still is underway, 
and latest favorite candidate 
for a new Guantanamo is a 
federal prison in Thomson, 
Hl, a town of about 550 
people west of Chicago near 
the Mississippi river and the 
lowa state line. It’s probably 
a mere coincidence, but 


President Obama, who will: 


make the final choice, lives - 


in Chicago and represented 
Hlinois in the US senate 
before moving to the White 
House. 
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HOW ABOUT this idea? 
Why not just stay where we 
are? The Guantanamo lock- 
up was built in the first 
place for just such a purpose 
as now needs solution. 

Objection to Guantanamo 

is not the prison building 
‘itself, or the location, but 
rather what went on there, 
what happened to prisoners 
there, and how the prison 
was operated in the anxiety- 
filled months and years 
immediately after 
September 11. 

We could get rid of the 
water boards and any other 
instruments of inhumane 
torture, and remodel where 
needed, not to change the 
nature of a prison itself but 
any remnants of all things 
undesirable to the interna- 
tional critics.

The U.S. Forest Service 
welcomes deer hunters to 
the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests, and 
reminds hunters of the spe- 
cial regulations that apply 
on National Forest lands. 

On ali National Forests, 
motor vehicles can be used 
only on roads, trails, or 
areas that are designated as 
open for that particular 
vehicle on the appropriate 
Motor Vehicle Use Map, 
which are available at all 
Forest Service offices. 
This includes all motor- 
ized wheeled vehicles 
from ATVs to street-legal 
vehicles, 

It is illegal to operate an 
ORV on National Forest 
lands except on designated 
trails. All cross-country 
ORV travel is prohibited 
on the Huron-Manistee. It 
is illegal to drive an ORV 
cross country to blinds or

to retrieve game, even if 
the hunter has a disabled 
hunter’s permit issued by 
the State of Michigan. 

Camping is limited to 14 
consecutive days in devel- 
oped campgrounds, 
Leaving camping equip- 
ment unattended for more 
than 24 hours is prohibit- 
ed, and your equipment 
will be removed. 
Dispersed camping is per- 
mitted in the general forest 
area for no more that 16 
consecutive days. All 
camps must be at least 
150 feet from any road or 
trail; 250 feet from any 
lakes, streams, wetlands or 
rivers and 450 feet from a 
developed recreation site. 
Vehicles may be parked no 
more then 25 feet off the 
road, Permanent camping 
structures are prohibited. 
Damaging trees by placing 
nails or lags into the tree is 
prohibited Campfires or 
warming fires must be 
attended at all times. 

Buy firewood focally to 
reduce the spread of inva- 
sive species such as emer- 
ald ash borer and gypsy 
moth. 

It is illegal to create food 
plots on Nationa! Forest 
System lands. 

Hunters may not erect 
permanent blinds on 
National Forest lands, and 
all blinds, shelters and 
other personal property 
must be removed at the 
conclusion of this season. 
Blinds must meet the 
Michigan DNR’s require- 
ments as described in the 
Michigan Hunting and 
Trapping Guide. 

It is illegal to post areas 
of the National Forest as 
private property in order to 
discourage other hunters.

Balloon launch 
honors domestic 


violence 


Officials for Kirtland 
Community College and 
River House Inc. helped 
honor victims of domestic 
violence with a balloon 
launch ceremony Tuesday, 
Oct. 20, at the college’s 
main campus near 
Roscommon. 

Students, staff, faculty 
members and others gath- 
ered outside the college’s 
Student Center and 
released 51 balloons dur- 
ing the ceremony, each 
tagged with the name of a 
person who died as the 
result of domestic violence 
in the past year, 

“This helps raise aware- 
ness about domestic vio- 
lence,” said Jerry 
Boerema, associate dean 
of instruction and director 
of public safety at 
Kirtland. “By your pres- 
ence, it shows your con- 
cern on the issue of 
domestic violence.” 

Boerema read the crowd 
a variety of statistics 
released by the US. 
Department of Justice con- 
cerning domestic violence, 
including: 

- Almost six times as 
many women victimized 
by intimate partners (18 
percent) and those victim- 
ized by strangers (3 per- 
cent) did not report their 
violent victimization to 
police because they feared 
reprisal from the offender, 

‘A child exposed to the 
father abusing the mother 
is at the strongest risk for 
transmitting violent behav- 
ior from one generation to 
the next; 

- One in five female 
high ‘school _ students 
reports being physically or 
sexually abused by a dat- 
ing partner; 

- Violence is the reason 
stated for divorce in 22 
percent of middle-class 
marTiages; 

- It is estimated that 25 


victims 
percent of workplace prob- 
lems such as absenteeism, 
lower productivity, 
turnover and excessive use 
of medical benefits are due 
to family violence; and 

- Nearly 25 percent of 
women and 7.6 percent of 
men were raped and/or 
physically assaulted by a 
current or former spouse, 
cohabitating partner or 
dating partner/acquain- 
tance at some time in their 
lifetime. 

Boerema said people 
who know of a victim of 
domestic violence to speak 
up or reach out, rather than 
be silent. 

“Ask what you can do to 
help,” he said. 

Kriss Goodroe, execu- 
tive director at the 
Grayling-based River 
House Inc., a non-profit 
agency that serves victims 
and survivors of homeless- 
ness, domestic abuse and 
sexual violence in 
Crawford, Ogemaw, 
Oscoda and Roscommon 
counties, said such somber 
ceremonies are also a time 
of celebration. 

“TI think of this is just not 
a time where we remember 
the victims,’ Goodroe 
said, “It’s the same time 
we celebrate the sur- 
vivors.” 

Goodroe added one of 
River House’s focuses is to 
help turn more victims into 
survivors by helping pro- 
vided support service, 
including shelter, in the 
local four-county area, 

“We’re out there,” she 
said, “We’re in your com- 
munities.” _ 

Besides the balloon — 
launch, Kirtland officials 
also. marked Domestic 
Violence Awareness 
Month with a coat drive, 
“Make A Difference Day” 
on Oct. 24 and the Empty 
Bowls Art Show and 
Reception on Oct. 28.

Rotary disc 
golf course 
available for

With the recent return of 
warm and sunny weather, 
community residents are 
encouraged to get their 
first taste of disc golf at 
Hanson Hills, 

The first-phase of the 
Grayling Rotary Disc Golf 
Course has been complet- 
ed at Hanson Hills. 
Baskets have been erected 
for six holes of the course 
and flags have been placed 
to indicate where players 
tee-off. 

The remaining 12 holes 
for the course will be com- 
pleted in the spring of 
2010 along with the instal- 
lation of cement tee-pads, 
landscaping for the fair- 
ways and the course.

The 
Grayling Rotary Club 
committed $10,000 toward 
the project. 

“The genesis for this 
disc golf course started out 
with two Grayling High 
School graduates, 
Maverick Ginther and Ben 


Jones, who wanted to do 


something to honor their 
friends Ryan Davis and 
Josh Mastej, would were 
killed in a car accident in 
the fall of 2006,” Moore 
said. “The Grayling 
Rotary Club is proud to 
sponsor and fund this 
worthwhile project that 
gives the community 
another recreational 
opportunity.”

terms of said Fire Code are hereby referred to, adopted, and made a part hereof, as if fully set out in this Ordinance, 
with the additions, insertions, deletions and changes, if any, prescribed in Section 2 of this Ordinance. 


Section 2 - That the following sections are hereby revised: 


Section 101.1 shail read as follows: 101.1 Title. These regulations shall be known as the Fire Code of South Branch 
Township, hereinafter referred to as “this code.” 


Section 105.1 shall read as follows: 


105.1 General. Whereas South Branch Township has adopted 2003 


international Fire Code as Ordinance 19, South Branch Township now wishes to amend its code so as to support an 
agency to issue burning permits for open burning; namely the Department of Natural Resources. Therefore, Section 105 
shalt have additional requirements that read: Open burning shail be allowed only after obtaining a permit from the DNA. 
Failure to secure a permit will be in violation of this code. Permits shall be in accordance with Sections 105.1.1 through 


105.7.13. 


Section 109.3 shall read as follows: 109.3 Violation penalties. Persons who shall violate a provision of this code 
or fail to comply with any of the requirements thereof or who shail erect, install, alter, repair or do work in violation of 
the approved construction documents or directive of the fire code official, or of a permit or certificate used under provi- 
sions of this code, shali be guilty of a Misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not more than $500.00 dollars. Each day 
that a violation continues after due notice has been served shall be deemed a separate offense. 


Section 111.4 shall read as follows: 111.4 Failure to comply. Any person who shall continue any work after having 
been served with a stop work order, except such work as that person is directed to perform to remove a violation or 
unsafe conditions, shall be liable to a fine of not less than $100.00 dollars or more than $500.00 dollars. 


Section 2.1 That the geographic limits referred to in certain sections of the 2003 International Fire Code are hereby 


established as follows: 


Section 3204.3.1.1 Location. Stationary containers shall be located in accordance with Section 3203.6. Containers of 
cryogenic fluids shall not be located within diked areas containing other hazardous materials. 


Storage of flammable cryogenic fluids in stationary containers outside of buildings is prohibited within the limits estab- 
lished by law as the limits of districts in which such storage is prohibited on any locations, unless approved by Code 


Official. 


Section 3404.2.9.5.1 Locations where above-ground tanks are prohibited. Storage of Class | and il liquids in 
above-ground tanks outside of buildings is prohibited within the limits established by faw as the limits of districts in which 
such storage is prohibited any location, unless approved by Code Official. 


Section 3406.2.4.4 Locations where above-ground tanks are prohibited. Storage of Class | and Il liquids in above- 
ground tanks is prohibited within the limits established by taw as the limits of districts in which such storage is prohibit- 
ed on any location, unless approved by Code Official. 


Section 3804.2 Maximum capacity within established limits. Within the limits established by law restricting the stor- 
age of liquefied petroleum gas for the protection of heavily populated or congested areas, the aggregate capacity of any 
one installation shall not exceed a water capacity of 2,000 gallons (750L) by permit of the Code Official. 


Exception: In particular installations, this capacity limit shall be determined by the fire code official, after consideration 
of special features such as topographical conditions, nature of occupancy, and proximity to buildings, capacity of pro- 
posed containers, degree of fire protection to be provided and capabilities of the local fire department.

NANCE ADOPTED ON MAY 10, 2005, EFFECTIVE DATE JUNE 5, 2005 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH BRANCH ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Amendment of Section 2.A. 


Section 2.A of the South Branch Township Cemetery Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


A. A burial space in a cemetery lot shall consist of land area as indicated by the 
specific area survey drawing. 


Section 2. Amendment of Section 2.B. 


Section 2.B of the South Branch Township Cemetery Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


B. A cremains burial space in the Memorial Gardens shall consist of a land area 
three (3) feet wide and five (5) feet in length. These are blocks 99,100,101, and 
102. 


Section 3. Amendment of Section 3.A. 


Segtion 3.A of the South Branch Township Cemetery Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


A. Burial rights in cemetery lots shall be sold to residents of the Township for the 
purpose of burial of such purchaser. Persons who are not residents of the 
Township may purchase burial rights at an increased cost to be determined 
from time to time by resolution of the Township Board. The interment of non- 
residents in a burial space purchased at the resident rate shall be subject to a 
non-resident interment fee which shall be determined by the difference 
between the current fee for a non-resident burial right at the time of interment 
and the actual cost of the burial right fee paid by the initial purchaser. The pur- 
chase of more than two burial spaces by an individual must be approved by the 
Township Board. Only after an individual seeking to purchase two or more bur- 
ial spaces identifies the persons to be interred and their relationship to the pur- 
chaser may the Township Board consider the request. The Township Clerk, © 
Treasurer, or other Board designee is granted the authority to determine 
residency for the purpose of this section. 


No commercial sales shall be made to funeral directors. The Township Clerk is 
hereby granted the authority to vary the aforementioned restrictions on sales 
where the purchaser disclosed sufficient personal reason for burial within the 
Township through pervious residence in the Township or relationship to per- 
sons interred therein. 


Section 4. Amendment of Section 7.B. 


Section 7.8 of the South Branch Township Cemetery Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


B. Any monuments or memorials not placed in the Memorial Gardens must be 
located upon a foundation to maintain ther in an erect position, and will be 
located in the proper place by the cemetery sexton. The foundation must 
extend a minimum of four (4) inches completely around the stone, and the top 
of the footing must be level with the surrounding ground.

B. No flowers, shrubs, trees or vegetation of any type shall be planted without the 
approval of the cemetery sexton, or other Board designee. Any of the forego- 
ing items planted without such approval may be removed by the Township or 
the cemetery sexton. 


Section 7. Effective Date. 


The amendment to the South Branch Township Cemetery Ordinance shall take effect 
upon publication. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 


repealed.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE SOUTH BRANCH TOWNSHIP PUBLIC SAFETY 
AND FIRE EMERGENCY RESPONSE COST RECOVERY ORDINANCE NO. 20, AS 
ADOPTED ON JANUARY 10, 2006. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH BRANCH ORDAINS: 


Section 4 of the South Branch Township Public Safety and Fire Emergency 
Response Cost Recovery Ordinance is hereby amended to read in Its entirety as 
follows: 


4, Cost Recovery Authorization and Procedure 
a. Upon receipt of the Fire Chief’s report pertaining to a public safety or fire 
emergency, the Township may recover all assessable costs in connection with 
such emergency from any or all responsible parties, individually, jointly, or sev- 
erally. 


b. The Fire Chief or his/her designee shall determine the total assessable costs 
and shail, in consultation with other Township personne! involved in respond- 
ing to public safety or fire emergency incident, determine whether to assess 
any, all, or part of such costs against any of the responsible parties. The Fire 
Chief may maintain a list of associated costs to help him/her in assessing costs 
for a public safety or fire emergency, which list should be updated annually, and 
which shail be considered a guideline in calculating costs to the responsible 
parties. In making determination of costs, the following shall be considered: 

j. the total cost; 

ii. the risk of public safety or fire emergency incident imposed on the 

Township and/or its response area, its residents and their property; 

iii. whether there was any injury or damage to a person or property; 

iv. whether the public safety or fire emergency incident required evac- 

uation; 

v. the extent to which the public safety or fire emergency incident 

required an unusual or extraordinary use of Township personnel and 

equipment; 

vi. whether there was any damage to the environment; 

vil. the existence and extent or negligence or fault on the part of the 

responsible party; and 

vill, whether the public safety or fire emergency incident involved, or 

the assessable costs were incurred for the benefit of a resident of the 

Township. 


c. After consideration of the factors in (b) immediately above, the Fire Chief or 
his/her designee may allocate assessable costs among and between multiple 
responsible parties, or may assess all or any portion of such costs as against 
any responsible party, and regardless of whether a responsible party has other 
legal liability therefore or is legally at fault. 


d. (f-the Township Board determines: not to, assess:ail or part of assessable ° 
costs against & responsible party, such determination shall not in any way limit 
or extinguish the liability of the responsible party to other parties. 


Sections 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 of the South Branch Township Public Safety 
and Fire Emergency Response Cost Recovery Ordinance are hereby amended to 
read in their entirety as follows: 


Section 5: Billing and collection of Assessable Costs 


After determining to assess and recover assessable costs against a responsi- 
ble party or parties and the amount of such assessment, the Fire Chief or 
his/her designee shail mail an invoice to each responsible party against whom 
recovery is sought at his/her last known mailing address, with a copy to the 
Township Treasurer and Clerk. Such invoice shail be due and payable within 
thirty (30) days of the date of mailing and any amounts unpaid after such date 
shali bear a late payment fee equal to one percent (1%) per month or fraction 
thereof that the amount due and any previously imposed late payment fee 
remains unpaid. If a responsible party shall appeal assessable costs, such 
costs, if upheld, in whole or in part, shall be due and payable thirty (30) days 
from the date of determination of the appeal and any late payment fees shall 
be calculated retroactively from the 30th day after the original invoice from 
which such appeal was taken, unless the Township Board during such appeal 
hearing determines that there existed a meritorious and bona fide dispute and 
basis for appeal, in which event the Township Board may waive the late pay- 
ment fee which accrued prior to the date of the appeai and up to 30 days there- 
after. 


Section 6: Monies collected 


Monies collected under this Ordinance shall be applied to the Fire Department 
Fund. 


Section 7: Other Remedies 
The Township Board shall be entitled to pursue any other remedy or may 
institute any appropriate action or proceeding in a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion as permitted by law to collect assessable costs from a responsible party. 


Section 8: No limitation of liability 


The recovery of assessable costs pursuant hereto does not limit the liability of 
a responsible party under other applicable local, state or federal law. 


Section 9: Severability 
Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable, the same shall be deemed a 
distinct, separate and severable part of this Ordinance and shall not affect the 
validity or enforceablity of any other provision or part hereof, all of which shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 10: Refusal of Service 
Nothing in the Ordinance shalt authorize the Fire Chief or any Township per- 


sonnel to refuse or delay fire service to any person, firm, or corporation that has 
not paid for service or that owes for previous services. 


Effective Date: 


This Ordinance shall become effective the day following its publication in a newspaper 
of general circulation within the Township.

The city council's meet- 
ing was called to order 15 
minutes late. DeVries and 
Schreiner took their oath for 
office, a public comment 
period was held and the 
meeting was adjourned 
without the council voting 
on who would serve as 
mayor and mayor-pro-tem.

Under the City of 
Grayling’s income tax ordi- 
nance, city residents must 
pay one percent of their 
income to the city no matter 
if they work in Grayling or 
another town. Non-residents 
who live in the city are 
required to pay one-half of a 
percent tax from their annu- 
al income into the Graying 
City coffers.

Maybury, who was hired 
to serve as the office manag- 
er for Grayling Family 
Practice in October 2008, 
had correctly filed her taxes 
for last year. Her employer 
was taking taxes out of her 
pay this year, when she filed 
to run for the vacancy on the 
Grayling City Council. 

Maybury said she was 
unaware that she had to pay 
the tax when she worked as 
a billing processor for Vital 
Care in Gaylord and 
Director of Admissions for 
the Hilltop Manor Heath 


Care Center in Roscommon. 


On Thursday, Nov. 12, 
Maybury filed corrected tax 
returns and paid the back 
city income taxes. She then 
took the oath of office from 
Moshier. 

“Everything is up to par,” 
Maybury said. 

Thayer said Brabant con- 
ducts the background inves- 
tigation on al! new candi- 
dates for municipalities he 
serves. Thayer added that 
the investigations are com- 
pleted to discover if there 
may be any conflicts of 
interest that council mem- 
bers may have, which could 
be challenged by a party and 
nullify a vote in the future. 

Thayer said he was 
pleased to have the issue 
resolved quickly. 

“She resolved the glitch 
and she was sworn in,” 


City addresses blighted property 


Thayer said, “When we sit 
down a week from Monday, 
she will be a member of the 
council.” 

“It was more or less an 
administrative process and 
now we can move forward,” 
Thayer added. “We look 
forward to having a cohe- 
sive, good working council 
so we can progressively 
address issues for 
Grayling.” 

Thayer said the issue was 
not openly discussed at the 
council's Nov, 9 meeting 
because information gained 
by an administrator, city 
treasurer or any other city 
official, agent or employee 
as a result of a return, inves- 
tigation, hearing or verifica- 
lion required or authorized 
by the ordinance is confi- 
dential under the state 
statute which established 
the city income tax ordi- 
nance, except for official 
purposes in connection with 
the administration of the 
ordinance and except in 
accordance with a proper 
judicial order. Any person 
who divulges this confiden- 
tial information, except for 
official purposes, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and sub- 
ject to a fine not exceeding 
$500 for imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding 90 
days, or both, for each 
offense. In addition, an 
employee of the city who 


divulges this confidential 
information is subject to 
discharge for misconduct. 

Maybury only discussed 
the issue with the Crawford 
County Avalanche after the 
tax issue was resolved in 
order the clear the air in the 
community. Thayer also did 
not comment on the issue 
until Maybury paid the taxes 
and took the oath of office. 

The council opted to hold 
off on electing the city 
mayor and mayor pro-tem 
until its Monday, Nov. 30 
meeting so Maybury could 
be part of the process. 

Admitting not being a 
politician, Maybury said she 
is ready to get on the coun- 
cil and work on initiatives to 
get Grayling back on track. 

“T want to start off on the 
right foot,” Maybury said. 
“To sit here, and watch the 
town that I really love die, 
hurts my heart and I really 
want to do something about 
it.” 

Maybury, who has a back- 
ground in running family 
businesses, said she hopes 
to get more community 
involvement when it comes 
to city issues so that city 
leaders are making 
informed decisions. 

“I live paycheck to pay- 
check just like everybody 
else in this town,” she said. 
“It always helps to have a 
fresh pair of eyes.”
